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Puerto  Rico  recent  hurricane  damaged  grapefruit  extensively.     One  of 
the  beet  grapefruit  crops  in  years  was  practically  destroyed.     This  is  a 
heavy  loss  since  about  500,000  boxes  of  grapefruit  were  expected  to  move 
from  the  island  during  the  next  5  months,  October  -  December,  as  well  as 
considerable  quantities  during  the  first  6  months  of  next  year.    All  fruit 
on  the  trees  was  reported  destroyed.     About  40,000  boxes  were  picked  and 
ready  for  shipment  when  the  storm  struck.     (A.  3.  Mason,  Supervising  Inspec- 
tor, TJ.S.D.A.  San  Juan,  September  26.) 

Small  apple  and  pear  crops  continue  to  be  forecasted  for  Europe. 
In  most  northern  European  countries  apple  and  pears  are  much  smaller  crops 
than  last  year.  Larger  crops,  however,  are  expected  in  Italy  and  Austria. 
Apple  "yields  in  the  North  are  below  earlier  expectations  while  pears  are  a 
very  light  crop.  Plums  have  proven  to  be  a  larger  crop  than  earlier  anti- 
cipated.    ( Agricultural  Attache  Steore,  Berlin,  September  30.) 

Chinese  rice  production  this  year  expected  to  be  10  per  cent  above 
average  and  about  25  per  cent  larger  than  last  year's  crop,  according  to 
preliminary  reports.     More  detailed  information  on  production  and  stocks 
will  bo  given  in  next  week's  issue, of  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets". 
(Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson,  Shanghai,  September  28.) 

Punjab  (India)  cotton  picking  commenced.     Crop  condition  generally 
average  to  good.     Punjab  accounted  for  over  15  per  cent  of  last  year's 
Indian  cotton  crop.     (International  Institute  of  Agriculture,  Rome,  Septem- 
ber 29.  ) 

Russian  fall  grain  sowings  to  September  20  amounted  to  51.8  million 
acres  or  12  million  less  than  last  year  at  the  same  time,     procurings  to 
September  20  wore  only  20  per  cent  of  the  yearly  pirn  for  the  whole  Union. 
German  baking  industry  expected  to  use  66,0C0  tons  (short)  of  potato  flour 
mixed  with  wheat  flour.     (Agricultural  Attache  Steere,  Berlin,  September 
29 .  ) 

Liverpool  spot  demand  for  all  sizes  dried  prunes  increasing. 
Parcels  of  old  crop  afloat  have  found  ready  buyers  at  adv? need  rates  but 
high  prices  asked  for  new  crop  has  practically  stopped  that  trade.  Spot 
demand  at  London  continues  fair  for  California  prunes  at  unchanged  prices. 
Forward  position  without  quotable  change.     (Fruit  Specialist  Motz,  London, 
September  27 . ) 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

Soagarg  Q-  recent  "or sad  grain  information 

TFith  a  further  "upward  revision  of  the  1932  wheat  crop  in  Italy,  the 
total  -production  in  35  countries  now  reporting  is  placed  at  3,147,856,000 
bushels,  an  increase  of  about  46,000,000  bushels"  or  1.5  per  cent  above  last 
year's  production  in  those  same  Northern  Hemisphere  countries.    The  recent 
official  estimate  of  the  crop  in  Italy  is  275,126,000  bushels,  a  record 
crop  and  an  increase  of  over  10,000,000  bushels  from  the  early  September 
figure  and  28,000,000  bushels  above  last  season's  crop.    On  the  basis 
of  the  officially  reported  acreage  unusually  high  average  yields  must  have 
been  received,  a  situation  also  noted  for  Spain,  Prance  and  Germany,  particu- 
larly the  former  two,  if  the  present  acreage  and  production  figures  remain 
unchanged. 

Pall  seedings  in  Russia  by  mid-September  were  very  backward,  amount- 
ing to  only  45  per  cent  of  the  total  planned  area  and  in  some  regions  where 
seeding  should  have  been  completed  only  12  to  25  per  cent  of  the  plan  was 
reported  finished.    The  slow  seeding  progress  is  blamed  on  the  lack  of 
tractors,  one- third  being  reported  unusable;  delayed  harvesting  and  unfavor- 
able weather  for  fall  work.    Pall  seediags  in  the  Danube  Basin  countries, 
especially  Hungary  and  Yugoslavia  are  also  reported  delayed  on  account  of 
very  dry,  hot  weather  and  some  seed  shortage. 

Stocks  of  wheat  and  rye  in  German  mills  and  warehouses  on  September 
1  amounted  to  12,897,000  bushels  of  the  former  and  14,409,000  bushels  of 
the  latter  as  against  a  total  of  only  6,000,000  bushels  for  both  grains  on 
August  1  (domestic  and  foreign,  duty,  paid)  .    Export s  from  the  Southern 
Hemisphere  during  the  week  ended  September  24  increased  to  3,800,000  bush- 
els with  the  Australian  movement  jumping  up  to  2,548,000.    This  is  the  heavi- 
est weekly  shipment  from  that  country  since  the  middle  of  July  last. 

The  domestic  milling  quota  in  Sweden  effective  from  September  15  to 
October  15  has  been  placed  at  £5  per  cent  for  wheat  and  97  per  cent  for  rye. 
The  rate  previous  effective  during  the  first  half  of  September  was  8C  per 
cent  for  wheat  and  90  per  cent  for  rye.    The  initial  payment  for  the  1932-33 
Saskatchewan  wheat  pool  has  been  set  at  35  cents  according  to  an  announcement 
made  by  pool .  of ficials.    The  basis  is  No.  1  Northern  at  Port  William.    The  35 
cent  price  is  the  same  as  that  of  a  year  ago.    The  operating  policy  is  also 
expected  to  remain  the  same  as  last  year  with  pool  members  having  the  option 
of  pooling  their  grain  or  selling  on  the  open  market  at  current  prices.  The 
domestic  wheat  market  of  Morocco  is  to  be  regulated  by  a  government  gojgii ssion 
according  to  a  decree  recently  published.     Control  applies  to  domestic 
transactions,  work  at  the  mills,  and  an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  flours 
destined  for  bread  making* 
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Foreign  crop  conditions 

Europe 

Rainfall  T/a's  above  normal  during  the  week  ended  September  21  in  most 
of  Germany  and  there  were  good  showers  in  southwest  Poland  and  parts  of 
France  benefiting  autumn  sowings.     September  rainfall,  however,  has  been 
very  deficient  in  Austria,  C ze cho si o vakia ,  Poland ,  Switzerland  ana  Holland 
and  has  helped  to  delay  field  work  there.    Temperatures  continued  above 
normal  especially  in  France. 

During  the  week  ended  September  16  there  were  frequent  rains  in  the 
Itforth  Caucasus  and  Volga  regions  of  Russia,  but  continued  dry  weather  in 
Crimea  and  Ukraine,  which  are  very  important  winter  wheat  regions.  Slow 
harvesting  in  the  southern  regions  was  also  said  to  be  delaying  fall  work. 

Argentina 

Grain  crops  in  general  are  in  good  condition  in  the  central  part  of 
Argentina  as  indicated  by  an  official  report  on  September  22.  Conditions 
in  the  Privince  of  Cordoba  and  the  southern  part  of  Santa  Fe  are  fair  to 
good  and  conditions  in  the  northern  section  of  Santa  Fe  and  the  Province 
of  Entre  Rios  are  mediocre  to  poor. 

The  wheat  crop  is  in  good  condition  in  the  Province  of  Bueno s  Aires, 
the  largest  wheat  producing  province  in  -Argentina  but  prospects  are  only 
fair  in  Cordoba,  the  second  largest  wheat  Province,   states  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Ray  in  a  cable  on  Se'otember  24.     Santa  Fe,  third  in  line 
varies  from  good  in  the  southern  section  to  less  favorable  in  the  central 
and  northern  sections  of  the  Privince. 

European  market  conditions 

At  the  beginning  of  the  week  ended  September  21  there  were  some 
important  sales  of  overseas  wheat  on  continental  European  markets  but  later 
in  the  week  the  market  was  quiet  and  prices  irregular,  according  to  infor- 
mation received  from  Agricultural  Attache  Stoere  at  Berlin.    Holland  re- 
ported considerable  business  in  Canadian  wheat  with  declining  prices,  but 
offers  of  Argentine  and  Australia  wheats  were  restricted.    The  Belgian 
market  was  steady  with  transactions  mostly  in  Canadian  wheats.     Trading  in 
France  was  quiet  and  prices  slightly  lower.    The  increased  tariff  on  oats, 
rye  and  corn  became  effective  September  17  and  barley  and  bran  import  con- 
tingents have  been  introduced.    The  C z e cho 6l o vak i an  market  was  firm  and 
active,  particularly  for  hard  wheat  and  in  Austria  it  was  fairly  active  at 
sustained  prices.'   Poland  reported  large  purchases  of  rye  by  the  government 
agency  for  ezeport.    The  domestic  milling  quota  in  Sweden  of  85  per  cent 
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f o-r  wheat  -  and  97  per  cent  for  rye  is.  effective  unt il  October  15.  Unsatis- 
factory flour  "business  has  slowed  up  the  d'enand  for  wheat  "by  &e rrnan  millers. 
•  The  ••position  -  of  rye  was  maintained,  due  to  stabilization  purchases.  The 
spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  in  Berlin  on  -September  21  was  $1.34,  the  sane 
as  the  previous  weeh.    Rye  prices  ^~ere  $.97  "for  these  two  ^eehs.

Surma ry  of  recent  feed  -grain  information 

The  1332  "barley  production  in  27  countries  reported  amounts  to  1,233,- 
671,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  nearly  13  per  cent  over  that  of  1931;  the 
oats  production  in  23  countries  totals  2,955,283,000  bushels,  an  increase 
of  about  12  per  cent;  and.  the  corn  crop  in  10  countrie's  amounts  to  3,523,- 
05C,C00  bushels,  an  increase  of  13  -oer  cent.     The  first  estimate  of  the 
com -  crop  in  Italy  is  118,104,000  bushels,  which  is  an  increase  of  51  per 
cant  . over  the  comparatively  small  prodxiction  of  last  year,  and -is  the  larg- 
est crop  since  1915. 

The  condition  of  the  barley  and  oats  sowings  for  the  1932-33  harvest 
in  Argentina  is  generally  reported  good.    The  condition  in  Buenos  Aires 
and  La  Pampa  is  good,  in  Cordoba  and  the  southern  section  of  Santa  Pe  fair 
to  good,  "and  in  the  northern  section  of  Santa  Pe  and  Sntre  Rio s -mediocre 
to  poor.    Unfavorable  weather 'during  the  harvest  period  has  changed  the 
quality  of  the  English  croc  to  average  or  lo^er,  whereas  early  prospects 
were  for  rood  quality.    The  exportable  surplus  of  corn  in  Rumania  this  :rear 
is  estimated  at  about  19,700,000  bushels.     Tables  showing  current  feed 
grain,  price  aid  trade  data  are  found  on  page  509.    Por  information  on  the 
corn  export  situation  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  see  the  following  state- 
ment. 

South  African  grain  situation 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  on  August 
15,  1932,  fixed  the  corn  export  percentage  quota  for  the  year  ended  Hay 
31,  1933,  at  50  per  cent  compared  with  33-1/3  per  cent  last  year,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  from  Agricultural  Attache  Taylor  at  Pretoria.     The  apoxtnt 
to  oe  disposed  of  by  producers  within  the  Union  is  estimated  at  about  C7 
million  bushels.    Home  consumption  by  non-producers  is  placed  at  nearly 
13  million  bushels,  making  the  quantity  available .  for  export  about  19  mil- 
lion bushels,  a  little  more  than  ••  the '  -quo  ta  'percentage  officially  deter- 
mined.   The  quantity  for  export  includes  a  surplus  of  some  3  million  bush- 
els of  old  corn  which,  in  addition  tc  the  new  cron  of  61.1  million  gives  a 
total  of  £4.8  million  bushels.     Of  this  total  domestic  demands  are  esti- 
mated to  require  42.8  million  bushels. 
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Corn  growers  and  exporters  in  the  Union  and  in  Southern  Rhodesia  are 
gratified  to  learn  that  at  the  Ottawa  Conference  the  United  Kingdom  agreed 
(subject  to  ratification  "by  parliament)  to  impose  a  duty  of  10  per  cent  ad 
valorem  throughout  the  year  on  flat  white  corn  imported  into  that  country 
from  foreign  countries,  Mr,  Taylor  states.     This  oreference  is  expected  to 
be  of  material  assistance,  particularly  the  agreement  with  Canada  allowing 
corn  from  the  Union  to  enter  immediately  without  further  restrictions,  pro- 
vided that  sales  take  place  at  prices  not  less  than  world  prices  and  that 
the  payment  of  a  subsidy  by  the  Union  government  is  not  continued  later 
than  April  30,  1934,     The  Canadian  government  shortly  "before  the  Confer- 
ence had  suspended  the  importation  of  corn  from  the  Union  because  of  the 
payment  of  an  export  subsidy  by  the  government. 

The  importance  of  Canada,  as  well  as  the  United  Kingdom,  as  a  market 
for  South  African  corn  is  large  and  increasing,  the  Bureau's  representa- 
tive points  out,     In  1929  the  Union  exported  no  corn  to  Canada;  in  1930, 
1  million  bushels,  and  in  1931  nearly  4  million  bushels, 

Uo,  2  white  corn  in  bags  was  quoted  the  middle  of  August  at  Johan- 
nesburg at  41  to  43  cents  per  bushel,   "export  quota  seller's  account" 
and  at  34  to  55  cents  "export  quota  buyer's  account".     Grain  in  "bulk  was 
3  to  4  cents  a  "bushel  less  than  in  bags.     The  price  differential  between 
"buyer's  and  seller's  account  is  the  result  of  the  inclusion  of  export  ouota 
loss  charge  from  last  year  which  is  now  being  taken  out  of  the  producer's 
price,     Mixed  corn  was  quoted  at  36  to  37  cents  a  bushel  bagged  for  seller' 
account  or  a  net  price  of  23  to  30  cents. 

Wheat 

The  millers  of  the  Union  this  year  sought  to  import  wheat  for  "blend- 
ing purposes  to  the  extent  of  l-l/3  million  bushels.     Of  this  amount,  about 
1  million  bushels  have  "been  imported  since  last  October.     The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  has  refused  to  permit  the  remaining  amount  to  enter  on  the 
grounds  that  there  is  sufficient  wheat  in  the  country  to  satisfy  all  needs. 
A  small  carryover  is  expected  at  the  time  the  new  crop  arrives  on  the  mar- 
ket.    Cooperatives  insist  that  this  is  desirable  since  the  millers  do  not 
care  to  grind  new  wheat,  Mr.  Taylor  states. 

Present  prospects  indicate  excellent  yields  of  wheat  this  year 
around  Capetown  but  the  Orange  Free  State  lias  experienced  drought  and  a 
much  smaller  cr6p  is  expected  there  than  a  year  ago.    As  a  result  of  this 
reduction  it  now  appears  that  there  will  be  no  over-production  this  year, 
the  Attache  states.     The  wheat  crops  of  northern  and  Southern  Rhodesia  are 
reported  endangered  by  locust  invasions  but  these  countries  produce  only  a 
small  part  of  their  small  requirements.    The  crop  in  the  Union  is  reported 
not  endangered  "by  locusts. 
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ItajLiag  and  Spanish  rice  cro'os  gxceed  la.st  ;Tear 

The  1932  production  of  rough  rice  in  both  Italy  and  Spain  promises 
to  be  larger  than  in  1931,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Cocnaission-.  . 
er,  L.  3.  Ilallory  o,t  Marseille,  France,    The  preliminary  combined  figure  of 
2, 180, 000., 000  pounds  is  201,355,000  pounds  larger  than  the  1931  final  total, 
and  also  somewhat  larger  than  the  crops  of  1930  and  1929.    Early  September 
conditions  pointed  to  good  yields  in  both  countries.     In  Italy,  the  leading 
European  rice  producing  country,  the  1932  acreage  was  smaller  than  in  either 
1931  or  1930,  vrhereas  in  Spain,  the  current  acreage  was  larger  than  in  any 
of  the  preceding  3  years  except  1930.     See  acreage  and  production  table, 
page  510.    Exports  from  both  Italy  and  Spain- for  the  crop  year  ending  August 
31,  1932  were  smaller  than  in  the  preceding  few  years.     It  is  anticipated, 
however,  that  the  larger  crops  this  season  may  provide  for  a  somewhat  heavier 
export  movement.

A  larger  cloth  inquiry  and  freer  buying  in  light  goods  for  India  was 
noted  a t , lar.che s ter  during  the  third  wee:*:  of  September.    Yarn  prices  also 
strengthened.     Spot  demand  was  fair.     The  cotton  strike  difficulties  are 
reported  about  over  with  cotton  operatives  accepting  reductions  on  lists 
and  earnings.    At  Liver-cool  demand  for  raw  cotton  imoroved  somewhat  during 
the  we eh.    Prices  of  most,  foreign  cottons  except  Egyptian " on  September  23 
were  25  to  30  points  above  those  of  the  previous  week.    All  quotations,  how- 
ever, remained  below  the  levels  reached  the  last  of  August  and  first'part 
of  September  but  are  still  well  above  those  -prevailing  a  year  ago  at  this 
time.    The  spread  between  American  middling" and  Indian  5roach  and  Oomra 
has  narrowed  somewhat  in  recent  weeks.     See  cotton  price  table,  page  511.  A 
fair  demand  was  also  reported  at  Bremen  during  the  week  with  the  chief  inter- 
est centering  around  strict  middling  and  better  qualities.  Considerable 
price  fixing  was  noted  at  time s  especially  on  declines  in  the  market.  Dry 
goods  business  was  reported  fairly  good  and  a  better  market  feeling  in  the 
interior  was  in'.icated.    At  hilan  spot  demand  was  fair  though  later  contracts 
received  the  most  attention.    Price  fixing  was  moderate.    Demand  at  Havre 
on  the  other  ham  was  mostly  for  immediate  needs  with  most  future  delivery 
purchases  believed  adequate  for  several  months  at  the  present  rate  of  mill 
proenction,    price  fixing  was  slow.     Some  exports  were  again  reported.

Ej^Qjtian  cotton  -robins;  conditions  favorable 

Weather  conditions  during  the  month  of  August  were  favorable  to  the 
Egyptian  cotton  crop,   states  Cotton  Specialist  p.  K,  1'orris  at  Cairo,  in 
a  report  on  growing  conditions,     With  the  exception  of  a  few  snail  areas 
in  the  IPayoum,  As  slut,  and  Mini  a  provinces  in  middle  Egypt,  where  the  lift- 
ing of  the  water  involves  much  labor,  the  crop  is  said  to  have  suffered 
but  little  during  the  high  temperatures  of  the  first  two  weeks.     In  the 
Delta  high  temperatures  during  the  days  followed  by  cool,  humid  nights  are 
reported.    Q-i  the  average  the  crop  is  said  to  have  recovered  from  the  Set 
"back  received  early  in  the  Spring.     With  the  STile  reported  at  flood  level 
there  is/  danger  of  v/ater  shortage.     The  cotton- worm  is  reported  in  all 
sections  of  the  country  with  but  slight  damage.    Damage  by  pink  boll  worm 
is  reported  below  normal.     In  Upper  Egypt,  picking  is  general  and  a  few 
bales  of  Uppers  have  arrived  in  Alexandria.     The  quality  is  said  to  be 
very  good.    With  the  rise  in  cotton  prices,  a  general  optimistic  feeling 
prevails,  Mr.  Norris  states. 


TOBACCO 

Germany  increases  tobacco  acreage 

The  tohacco  acreage  in  Germany  in  1932  is  3  per  cent  larger  than 
that  of  last  year,  according  to  a  recent  report  from  J.  B.  Hut  son,  Tobacco 
Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.     Favorable  grow- 
ing conditions  have  prevailed  and  a  crop  slightly  larger  than  that  of  last 
year  is  expected.     It  is  reported  that  26,973  acres  have  been  planted  this 
year  compared  with  25,183  acres  in  1931,  when  51,104,403  pounds  were  pro- 
duced.   The  1932  acreage  is  near  the  maximum  area  that  is  permitted  under 
a  decree  effective  December  1,  1930,  which  provides  that  the  area  planted 
to  tobacco  in  the  different  provinces  shall  not  exceed  the  area  grown  dur- 
ing one  of  the  crop  years  1927,  1928,  or  1929. 

Tobacco  growers  have  tried  recently  to  bring  about  a  change  in  pres- 
ent regulations  so  that  the  crop  may  be  increased  in  1933.    At  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Baden  Tobacco  Growers  Association  on  July  10,  1932,  reso- 
lutions were  adopted  requesting  the  Federal  Government  to  require  that  ail 
cigars  contain  at  least  30  per  cent  domestic  toba.cco  and  all  cigarettes 
at  least  10  per  cent  domestic  tobacco.     It  was  pointed  out  that  such  regu- 
lations would  make  possible  an  increase  of  40  per  cent  in  the  domestic  to- 
bacco crop.     The  Tobacco  Growers'  Organization  also  urged  an  increase  in 
the  import  duty  on  leaf  tobacco  ana  the  inauguration  of  the  quota  system 
for  leaf  tobacco.     It  is  r)  rotable  that  manufacturers  would  oppose  vigor- 
ourly  such  changes  since  they  would  result  in  the  lowering  of  the  quality  of 
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tobacco  products  particularly  cigars  and  cigarettes.    Another  factor  that 
nay  tend  to  prevent  changes  in  existing  regulations  is  the  need  for  state 
revenues.    It  is  thought  by  many  that  the  frequent  changes  in  tax  rates 
and  regulations  in  1931  '"as  one  of  the  causes  of  the  greatly  reduced  re- 
ceipts from  this  source. 

At  present  between  20  and  25  per  cent  of  the  tobacco  consumed  in 
Germany  is  domestic  grown.    Should  the  Government  require  the  use  of  more 
domestic  grown  tobacco  in  ciga>rs  and  cigarettes  this  probably  would  not 
affect  adversely  the  consumption  of  tobacco  from  the  United  States.  In 
fact  it  might  result  in  some  increase  in  'he  consumption  of  American 
tobacco.    Tobacco  imported  fromrthe  United  States  is  used  largely  in 
smoking  mixtures  along  with  domestic  grown  types  and  if  the  quality  of 
cigars  and  cigarettes  were  lowered  there  probably  would  be  some  shifting 
to  smoking  mixtures.    An  increase  in  import  duties  on  leaf  tocacco  or  the 
inauguration  of  a  quota  system  for  imports  might  affect  adversely  the  con- 
sumption of  tobacco  f  rom  tthe  United  States. 


OILS  AND  OILSEEDS 

Argentine  flaxseed  conditions  variable 

Sowing  of  flaxseed  is  almost  finished  and  the  crop  is  in  good  con- 
dition in  the  province  of  Buenos  Aires,  according  to  reports  forwarded  by 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Ray.    The  outlook  is  only  "air  in  Santa  Ee  with 
considerable  damage  from  locust  attacks  in  the  central  and  northern  sections. 
Some  flaxseed  is  in  blossom.    Santa  Ee  is  an  important  flaxseed  producing 
Province.    In  Entre  Rios,  where  last  year  production  was  a  little  under  that 
cf  Santa  Ee,  planting  is  rather  late  and  conditions  vary  considerably  with 
locust  damage  reported.     See  release  EE-78,  11  uorld  Flaxseed  Prospects"  ,

LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  TOOL 

Few  relief  for  Netherlands  hog  reisers 

A  slaughter  tax  on  hogs  and  new  import  duties  on  pork  products  ex- 
cept lard  became  effective  in  the  Netherlands  on  August  15,  according  to 
Consul  C.  H.  Foster  at  Rotterdam.    The  11  stabilization  fund"  raised  by  the 
new  revenues  is  to  be  used  to  insure  the  producer  of  export. hogs  a  basic 
price  as  close  as  possible  to  the  cost  of  production.    Government  regulation 
cf  production  also  is  provided  for.    A  central  authority  undertakes  to  pre- 
scribe the  total  weight  of  hogs  producers  may  raise,  and  a  system  of 
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ear-marking  has  been  inaugurated.,  The  new  inventory  of  the  national  hog 
stock  is  now  under  way,,  with  the  intention  of  finishing  by  October  1  next. 

The  new  law,   called  the  Hog  Crisis  Act,  will  expire  on  August  15, 
1935.    Meanwhile,  representatives  of  breeders  and  exporters,  acting  as  the 
Netherlands  Hog  Central,  have  been  designated  by  the  government  as  the  sole 
national  export  sales  agency;  the  agency  for  handling  the  new  slaughter  and 
import  tax  money  and  for  marking  hogs.     The  national  Central  is  assisted  by 
11  provincial  Centrals  which  work  through  local  committees.     The  slaughter 
tax  on  all  producers  fattening  more  than  2  hogs  annually  has  been  fixed  at 
9  Dutch  cents  ($0.03*)  per  kilo  (2.2  pounds)  dead  weight  or  about  7-7.5 
Jut  oh  cents  ($0,028  to  $0.03)  live  weight.     -.There  only  2  hogs  are  fattened, 
one  may  be  killed  free  of  tax  if  intended  for  home  -use.     For  the  present 
the  national  Central  will  pay  30  Dutch  cents  per  kilo.  ($5.47  per  100  pounds) 
live  weight  for  export  hogs.    As  soon. as  the  national  Central  has  been 
fully  organized  it  will  pay  the  producers  according  to  quality  and  slaughter 
weight.     With  higher  payments  for  better  quality,  higher  standards  are  ex- 
pected for  export  bacon. 

Subsidy  sustains  South  African  chilled  beef  exports 

Agricultural  officials  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  are  hopeful  of 
tne  success  of  exporting  chilled.,  beef  as  long  as  the  subsidy  is  in  force, 
according  to  Dr.  C.  C.  Taylor,  American  Agricultural  Attache  at  Pretoria. 
Prime  animals  at  Johannesburg  have  been  bringing  25  shillings  ($6.09)  per 
lOOpounas  for  domestic  consumption.    Unless  prices  in  England  make  an 
average  advance  of  1  cent  per  pound  over  levels  prevailing  in -recent  months, 
there  can  be  no  profit  in  exporting  except  by  the  aid  of  the  subsidy.  Under 
existing  regulations,  the  subsidy  is  paid  oh  chilled  beef  only  if  the  free- 
aboard-ship  value  is  $6.06  per  100  pounds  or  more.     Tne  subsidy  rate  in- 
creases from  25  to  35  per  cent  by  steps  of  1/2  or  3/4  per  cent'  in  propor- 
tion as  the  f.a.s.  value  increases  by  steps  of  6.1  cents  from  the  .35.06 
minimum  to  the  $7.00  level.     The  amount  paid  on  $6.06  at  25  per  cent  is 
ftl.52,  and  on  $7.00  the  amount  is  $2.45.    plans  for  fairly  regular  shipments 
are  under  consideration.   

Good  competition- at  London  wool  sales  . 

The  weak  closing  last  week  at  London  wool  sales,  increased  compe- 
tition during  the  current  week,  according  to  a  September  30  cable  from 
Agricultural  Attache  E.  A.  Foley  at  London.     Germany  was  the  chief 
buyer  of  all  qualities  this  week.     France  has  been  buying  merinos  and 
fine  crossbreds,  with  Belgium  taking . scoured  and  greasy  70 's. and  up 
and  fine  New  Zealand  halfbred  wool.     British  buyers  have  been  somewhat 
cautious  owing  to  a  lack  of  orders  for  cloth,-  and  their  limit  has  been 
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below  the  market  in  most  crises.     Bradford  has  been  re- selling  some  wool 
at  London,  with  buying  interest  most  active  on  good  greasy  Now  Zealand 
50' s,  56' s  and  hoggets.    Under  the  general  buying  interest,  wool  values 
recovered  from  the  preceding  week's  low  to  about  5  per  cent  below  open- 
ing rates. 

.  Confidence  hr.s  returned  to  the  British  wool  industry  to  some  extent, 
states  Wool  Sp  -piali&t  H.  E.  Reed  at  London,  reviewing  conditions  up  to 
mid-September.     Improvement  in  raw  wool  values  in  primary  markets  was  the 
outstanding  feature  of  the  month.    This  has  dominated  the  situation  in 
consuming  centers  and  prices  for  wool 'and  tops  have  advanced  accordingly. 
Buying  for  both  domestic  and  export  consumption  was  brisk  for  a  short 
period  but  subsided  as  prices  hardened.    There  hr.s  not  been  any  appreciable 
increase  in  British  consumer  demand,  but  there  hrs  been  r.n  incrcr.se  in  sales 
of  British  semi-manuf actures  for  export.     British  spinners  have  been  having 
difficulty  in  establishing  yarn  prices  in  keeping  with  top  values.  Particu- 
lars for  yarns,  however,  are  more  freely  given  cn  old  contracts.     The  price 
advance  has  not  extended  proportionately  to  yarns  and  finished  goods. 

The  improvement  in  \:ool  prices  is  welcomed  in  general  by  the  British 
business  interests  concerned,  Mr.  Reed  reports.     It  is  problematical,  how- 
ever, as  to  how  long  the  present  veol  values  can  be  maintained  in  the  United 
Kingdom  in  the  absence  of  increased  consumer  demand  and  improved  buying 
power.     The  inability  to  establish  higher  prices  of  finished  goods  in  keep- 
ing with  advanced  raw  wool  values  causes  some  concern.    English  buyers  have 
not  been  prominent  in  primary  -.Tool  markets  during  recent  week--,  since  the 
price  advance  has  gone  beyond  what  Bradford  is  able  „o  consider.  Franco 
has  taken  the  lead  in  primary  markets,  strongly  supported  by  Japan. 

On  the  Continent  also,  confidence  in  wool  developed  somewhat  in 
August  and  early  September,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere 
at  Berlin.    Buying  interest  for  tops,  especially  fine  crossbreds  and  short 
merinos,  as  well  as  for  noils,  has  been  fairly  good  in  various  important 
continental  countries,  particularly  in  western  Europe  and  Germany,  though 
a  somewhat  quieter  tone  prevailed  in  Italy.     This  improved  business  in 
tops  and  noils  was  related  to  a  certain  improvement  in  new  business  bookod 
by  worsted  and  woolen  spinners,  as  well  as  weavers,  in  most  continental 
countries.    Occupation  of  woolen  mills  is  rather  generally  reported  to 
have  shown  some  increase  during  the  period  under  review.    Prices  of  noils 
were  very  firm  and  a  certain  scarcity  in  supplies  was  mentioned.     On  the 
other  hand,  washed  wool  has  been  rather  neglected. 
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Generally  unfavorable  economic  conditions  and  rising  trade  barriers  g 
throughout  the  world  continued  in  1931-32  to  seriously  limit  United  States  " 
agricultural  exports.    For  the  first  time  in  more  than  20  years,  farm  pro- 
ducts exported  from  the  United  States,  exclusive  of  forest  products,  were 
valued  at  less  than  one  billion  dollars,  the  total  value  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1932,  amounting  to  $752,141,000,  the  least  in  point  of  value  since 
1896-97  and  a  decrease  of  28  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  preceding  12 
months.    Agricultural  products  made  up  39  per  cent  of  all  exports  as  com- 
pared with  an  average  of  49  per  cent  daring  1909-10  to  1913-14. 

Forty-five  per  cent  of  the  total  agricultural  exports  consisted  of 
raw  cotton,  14  per  cent  of  grains  and  grain  products,  12  per  cent  of  fruits, 
11  per  cent  of  unmanufactured  tobacco,  and  nine  per  cent  of  meats  and  meat 
products.    Exports  of  nearly  all  commodities  declined  in  both  quantity  and 
value,  but  due  to  severe  price  recessions,  the  decline  in  value  greatly  ex- 
ceeded the  decrease  in  volume.    From  a  volume  standpoint,  cotton  showed  a 
substantial  gain  over  1930-31,  but  the  low  prices  brought  a  sharp  decline  in 
the  value  of  cotton  exports. 

Cotton,  unmanufactured 

Heavy  shipments  of  cotton  was  the  dominant  feature  in  the  agricultural 
export  trade.    Except  for  1926-27, .more  cotton  was  sent  to  f oreign'market s 
than  during  any  year  since  1313-14,  the  total  amounting  to  8,989,000  bales, 
valued  at  $337,595,000.    This  compared  with  7,048,000  bales  valued  at 
$422,105,000  during  1930-31,  an  increase  of  28  per  cent  in  volume,  but  a 
decline  in  value  of  20  per  cent.    The  average  export  value  amounted  to  7.5 
cents  per  pound  as  compared  with  12.0  cents  per  pound  a  year  earlier.  Japan 
was  the  principal  outlet,  taking  2,396,000  bales  which  greatly  exceeded  the 
exports  to  either  Germany  or  the  United  Kingdom  and  amount ed  to  more  than 
one-fourth  of  the  total  exports.     China  took  1,143,000  bales  which  was  nearly 
three  times  the  amount  purchased  the  preceding  year.    An  important  factor  in 
the  unusually  heavy  sales  to  the  Orient  was  the  relatively  low  -orice  of  Amer- 
ican cotton  in  relation  to  Oriental  growths.    Both  China  and  India,  had  short 
cotton  crops  in  1931.     Sales  of  cotton  to  the  United  Kingdom,  Italy,  Spain, 
the  Netherlands,  Portugal  and  Sweden  exceeded  those  for  1930-31.  bat  all  other 
European  countries  took  less  so  that  -exports  to  Europe  as  a  whole  were  a  little 
below  those  of  a  year  ago.    See  table,  page  496  .     It  is  of  interest  to  note 
that  cotton,  being  an  essential  ra.w  material,  is  less  affected  by  the  increas- 
ing trade  Darriers  than  amy  other  of  our  exoort  products.    Nevertheless  even 
imports  of  cotton  have  in  some  countries  been  limited  by  restrictions  on  for- 
eign exchange. 

Grains  and  grain  products  ^ 

Exports  of  wheat,  including  flour,  recorded  a  small  gain  over  1930-31, 
but  with  three  exceptions  were  less  than  any  year  since  1911-12,  amounting  to 
135,795,000  bushels.    Greece,  Belgium  and  Germany  took  more  United  States 
wheat,  but  exports  to  other  European  markets  were  greatly  curtailed.  Special 
sales  of  wheat  by  the  Federal  Farm  Board  greatly  increased  exports  to  China 
a/  Corresponding  issue  last  year,  October  19,  1931. 
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and  Brazil,  making  China  the  principal  outlet  for  this  commodity  with  the 
United  Kingdom  ranking  second  and  Brazil  third.    Exports  of  corn,  oats  and 
rye  exceeded  those  of  the  preceding  year,  but  foreign  countries  took  less 
"barley  and  rice  than  during  1930-31. 

Grain  sorghums  neve,  for  the  first  time,  of  some  importance  in  the 
export-  trade,  total  exports  amounting  to  8,564,000  bushels  as  compared  with 
only  13,000  bushels  a  year  ago.    Germany  took  the  bulk  of  these  exports,  with 
tne  Netherlands  as-  our  second  best  buyer.    See  table,  page  498.    The  unusually 
large  exports  of  these  products  were  due  in  large  part  to  the  fact  that  German 
import  duty  and  regulations  favored  grain  sorghums  as  compared  with  corn. 

Meat  and  meat  products,  including  animal  fats  and  oils 

In  meats  and  meat  products  the  value  declined  even  more  rapidly  than 
was  the  case  for  many  other  commodities  and  much  more  rapidly  than  the  vol- 
ume.   Exports  of  cared  pork,  which  amounted  to  94,908,000  pounds,  were  the 
smallest  since  1371.    Bacon  recorded  the  heaviest  decline,  reflecting  a  loss 
in  volume  of  51  per  cent  and  a  reduction  of  69  per  cent  in  value,  as  compared 
with  1930-31.    Exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  were  also  under  the  1930-31  level. 
This  decline  was  due  largely  to  loss  of  trade  with  the  United  Kingdom'  which 
has  been  increasing  her  purchases  from  Denmark,  Poland  and  Canada.    Total  ex- 
ports of  lard,  including  neutral  lard,  amounted  to  550,320,000  pounds,  the 
smallest  exports  since  the  close  of  the  World  T7ar.    The  average  export  value 
of  lard  amounted  to  6.9  cents  per  pound,  the  lowest  in  more  than  30  years; 
of  bacon,  9.3  cents  per  pound,  the  lowest  since  1901,  and  hams  and  shoulders 
12.7  cents  per  pound,  the  lowest  since  1912. 

Most  of  the  beef  exported  goes  out  in  the  form  of  pickled  beef,  but 
as  compared  with  the  quantity  of  pork  exported,  is  comparatively  small.  For 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1932,  exports  of  pickled  beef  amounted  to  12,964,000 
pounds,  one  of  the  lowest  on  record,  about  two-thirds  of  it  going  to  ITew- 
foundland  and  Labrador.    Exports  of  oleo  oil  dropped  off  sharply,  amounting 
to  43,752,000  pounds,  the  lowest  point  since  1888-89.      Germany,  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  Netherlands  are  the  leading  markets  for  this  product.  See 
table,  page  493. 

Emits 

Fruit  exports,  although  below  the  unusually  heavy  shipments  of  a  year 
aio,  again  figured  prominently  in  the  export  trade.    There  was  a  decline  in 
exports  of  boxed  apples,  but  barreled  apples  showed  a  marked  increase  in  both 
volume  and  value  as  compared  with  1930-31,  with. the  result  that  exports  of  all 
apples  stood  at  the  fourth  highest  on  record.    At  least  90  per  cent  of  our  tota 
shipments  go  to  European  countries,  with  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany  and  the 
Netherlands  taking  the  larger  share.    Heavy  shipments  to  France  were  a  feature 
of  the  apple  export  trade  in  1331-32.    Except  for  1930-31,  exports  of  grape- 
fruit were  the  highest  on  record  and  for  the  second  consecutive  year  exceeded 
1,000,000  boxes,  the  larger  portion  going  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  Canada. 
Though  exports  of  fresh  pears  declined  substantially  from  the  peak  of  a  year 
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ago,   the;-  were  the  second  /aighest  on  record,  amounting  to  90,702,000  pounds. 
Oranges,  while  below  those  of  a  year  earlier,   showed  a  heavy  export  amount- 
ing to  5,534,000  boxes. 

Of  the  dried  fruit,  prunes,  raisins,  apples  and  apricots  are  the  most 
important  in  the  export  trade.     Exports  of  prunes,  which  amounted  to  243,- 
935,000  pounds,  suffered  considerable  loss  as  compared  with  the  maximum 
reached  the  preceding  year,  but  were  still  heavy  as  compared  with  the  earl- 
ier post-war  years.     The  volume  of  raisins  exported  stood  at  122,214,000 
pounds,  the  lowest  since  1925,  but  because  of -higher  prices  the  value  ex- 
ceeded that  of  a  year  ago. 

Running  contrary  to  the  general  downward  trend,  exports  of  dried  apri- 
cots showed  a  noticeable  increase  in  both  quantity  and  value.    Exoorts  of 
dried  peaches  did  not  differ  greatly  in  either  volume  or  value  from  those 
of  1930-31.    Exports  of  canned  fruit  lagged  behind  txose  of  other  recent 
years,  being  the  lowest  since  1925,     Canned  pears  and  peaches  moved  in 
greatest  volume  making  up  over  50  per  cent  of  the  total  with  fruits  for 
salad  and  canned  pineapple  ranking  next.    Both  dried  and  canned  fruit  snow 
a  very  wide  distribution,  the  largest  quantities  going  to  the  United  King- 
dom, Canada  and  Germany.     See  table,  page  497. 

Tobacco,  leaf 

Exports  of  leaf  tobacco  were  appreciably  reduced,  amounting  to  412,- 
746,000  pounds,  valued  at  $85,452,000  as  compared  with  556,051,000  pounds 
valued  at  $140,333,000  a  year  earlier,  a  decrease  in  volume  of  27  per  cent 
and  a  corresponding  decline  in  value  of  39  oer  cent.    This  decrease  occurred 
chiefly  in  exports  of  bright  flue- cured,  which  made  up  about  70  per  cent  of 
the  total  exoorts  of  leaf  tobacco.     Exports  of  bright  flue-cured  amounted  to 
285,485,000  -qouig.s  as  compared  with  432,688,000  pounds  the  preceding  year, 
a  decrease  of  34  per  cent,  and  were  less  than  any  like  period  since  1924- 
25.    About  45  per  cent  was  destined  for  the  United  Kingdom  and  over  25  per 
cent  for  China,  these  two  countries  taking  at  least  70  "oer  cent  of  all  the 
bright  flue-cured  exported,    Exoorts  of  dark-fired  Kentucky,  which  ranks 
next  to  bright  flue-cured,  dropped  a  little  below  the  exports  for  1930-31, 
but  there  were  larger  foreign  purchases  of  black  fat,  water  baler  and  dark 
African  and  barley,  all  of  which  exceeded  the  exports  of  a  year  ago.  See 
table,  page  501. 

Oilseeds  and  oilseed  products 

Exports  of  cruee  cottonseed  oil  gave  evidence  of  a  sharp  recovery  from 
tne  low  point  of  a  year  ago,  the  total  amounting  to  31,554,000  pounds  with 
a  value  of  $1,059,000  as  compared  with  9,451,000  pounds  valued  at  $632,000 
during  1930-31,  the  increase  in  volume  greatly  exceeding  the  increase  in 
value.    Exports  of  refined  cottonseed  oil- were  much  below  those  of  the  -ore- 
ceding  year.     Canada  is  credited  with  taking  the  bulk  of  the  crude  and  Cuba 
the  refined  cottonseed  oil.    Exports  of  both  crude  and  refined  coconut  oil 
were  larger  than  during  1930-31  but  they  moved  at  greatly  reduced  prices. 
Mexico,  Canada  and  Cuba  are  the  most  active  purchasers  of  this  product. 
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Shorts  of  cottonseed  oil  cake  and  linseed  oil  cake  exceeded  those  for 
1930-31Ai-i  bath  Quantity  and  value,  out  otherwise  were  among  the  lowest  in  tne 
la*  decade.'  Exports  of  cottonseed  and  linseed  oil-cake  meal  also  went  above 
the  unusually  snail  everts  of  1930-31.    Denmark,  the  Netherlands  and  Be^xmn 
are  our  best  markets  for  the  oil  cake  and  Canada,   the  United  States,  J'1^ 
vr-ee  State  and  Sritish  West  Indies  take  most  of  the  oil- cake  meal.  Exports 
o^  oilseects  recorded  a  remarkable  gain  over  1930-31,  the  total  reaching  1U3,- 
415,000  pounds  as  compared  with  5,187,000  pounds  a  year  ago.     See  table,  page 
499.

Cotton  made  an  excellent  showing,  with  an  index  of  103,  and  with  one 
exception,  was  the  highest  since  1913-14.     Sales  of  cotton  to  European  A 
markets  lagged  a  little  "behind  those  of  a  year  ago,  but  this  decline  was 
more  than  offset  by  the  unusually  heavy  exports  to  the  Ear  East, 

Exports  of  grains  and  grain  products  remained  unchanged  from  those 
of  the  preceding  year-,  the  index  standing' at  104,  the  lowest  annual  index 
since  1911-12.     Foreign  demand  for  American  lard  and  pork  dropped  off. 
sharply,  reducing  the  index  for  cattle,  meat  and  meat  products  to  63,.  the 
lowest  since  1S76,     Fruit  exports  were  well  maintained,  the  index  amount- 
ing to  305,  the  third  highest  on  record.    With  one  exception,  exports  of 
unmanufactured  tobacco  were  the  lowest  in  more  than  a  decade  and  the  index 
for  dairy  products  was  the'  lowest  since  1913-14.
